—Then the number of deaths cach year amounts 
te 30,000,000—each day te 82,060, and each hour 
to 3,416.—This computation I saspect is under 
the truth, yet it shews us with what impetuosity 
the tide of human life goes out—how rapidly our 
hours and minutes flee—and that our life is but a 
vapor which continucth for a moment. . 

To our young Readers let the whole of this es- 
say be dedicated. Therefore, we entreat them 
to observe, that Youth is the proper season for 
cultivating the benevolent and humane aflestions.

learn early to deal justly, to love mercy—and to 
walk humbly with your God; then his goodness 
and mercy will accompany you all the days of 
your life, and you will dwell in the house of the 
Lord for ever.

In the course of the seven year'e Wat 
Frederick and his army lay in the 
trian army, it Boones ore to 
sistance a regime ' nadiers igibes ;

LA PAYETTS. 
Letters from Boston give a minute description of 
the General's reception in that city. The follow- 
ing is a lively view of the tout ensemble of the 
scene. “ The enihusia?m expressed by the im 
mense concourse, at the moment of the General's 
entering Boston, was greater than I have ever wit- 
nessed, Some leapt up, clapping their hande in 
at ecstacy of joy, and others burst into tears—— 
My sensations were such as had never before been 
experienced. It seemed more like a dream of 
romance than a reality. From a window we look- 
ed down upon the multitude, extending along the 
road as far as the eye could reach, all intent on 
expressing their respect and gratnude to a pub- 
lic benefactor, The remembrance of bis achieve- 
mente—of his eminent services—of his devotion to 
the cause of liberty—and of the vicissitudes of for- 
tune in his eventiul life, rushed upon the mind, 
and gave eff-ct to the burst of enthusiasm and ad- 
miration, from a free, enlightened, and grateful 
people. A higher of a holler compliment was 
never perhaps paid, to any man in ~~ oge.” 
Several affecting incidents of the day are men- 
tioned in the leticr, among which is the follow.

“ As Lararetre passed the house of the late 
Jous Hascockx, the Mayor suid to him ‘ There sits 
the widow of your deceased friend.’ He immedi- 
ately caught ber , and in the most enthusias- 
tie manner pressed his hand upon his heart. She 
burst into tears, and exclaimed ‘1 have now lived 
long enough.’ ” 

Ii is computed that from seventy to an hundred 
thousand persons witnessed the entry of the Gen- 
eral into the City of Boston. 

His reception at New London, in the state of 
Connecticut, and Providence, in the State of Riode- 
Island, were attended with gratulations as heart- 
felt, and incidents as touching, as have occurred 
any where. The following, at Providence, for in- 
stance, deserves to be quoted : 

* As those in the rear of the procession descend- 
ed Christian Hill, the forward view was uncom- 
monly fine. The long procession extending to 
the bridge, and there apparently lost in an im 
inense sea of beads, and the reflection that the 
multitude wlio had assembled, and the impulses 
which animated them, were all devoted to one 
man, and that man aprivate individual, a foreign- 
er, coming among us with a claim upon our grati- 
tude, which the intervention of forty years, ‘nstead 
of diminishing, seemed to have bern collecting 
in one reservoir of feeling, was calculated to ex- 
cite emotions which it is as impossible to describe 
as to forget 

* On arriving in front of the State House, the 
General alighted, and was received in a peculiarly 
wmiteresting manner, The poplar avenue leading 
to the building was lined on each ade with amt | 
two hundred misses arrayed in white, protectec 
by a file of soldiers on cach side, and holding in 
their hands bunches of flowers, which (as the 
General proceeded up the avenue, supported by 
the Governdr's Aids. they strewed in bis path, 
at the same time waving their white handker. 
chiels, 

“On reaching the landing of the stairs, the 


General turned toward the multitude, and at the 


sume moment, the veteran Captain Sraruce Ov. 
sav (who served under the General repeatedly, 
and was the first to force the enemy’s works at 
Yorktown, in which he was seconded, at another 
point, almost simultaneously by Lafayette) ap- 
proached the General, who instantly recognized 
his old companion in arms, and embraced and 
kissed him in the most earnest and aff ctionate 
manner. A thrill went through the whole assem- 
bly, and scarcely a dry eye was to be found among 
the spectators, while the shouts of the multitude, 
at first suppressed, and then, uttered in a manner 
tempered! by the scene, evinced the deep techog 
and proud associations it had excited.”

The fate of the would. be-cmperor Turbide, is 
just such a one as might have been expec ted to 
befall any man whose ambition and blind cupidity 
couk? lead him en far without the pate of reason, 
ag to quit the securiy of ‘an asylum in the British 
isles, Possessing, as he did, a princely revenue, 
which afforded him unbounded opportanities for 
enjovment, g atuitously bestowed on him by the 
vet y people whom, ascassin-like, he would again 
rob of their Hberties. Notwithstanding a price 
wab set upon his head, as an outlaw and alen to 
the rights of citizenship, by the injured laws of the 
country he had formerly basely betrayed, his un 
principled lust for power, led him on to hazard 
life fortune and fame, to accomplish his deluded 
wishes, while, at the same instant he set foct on 
the peaceful shores of Mexico, quicksands and 
precipices were yawning to overwhelm him. The 
ex-emperor, as appears by the accounts we have 
received trom that country, arrived at Port Mare- 
no on the 16:h July, in an Baglish brig from Lon- 
don, where he was taken by the Captain General 
of St. Andera, and brought before the Congress of 
that place. After undergoing a trial, he was found 
guilty and sentenced to be shot, which sentence 
was carried into execution at Padilla, on the af- 
ternoon of the 19th July. The Mexican Congress 
have decreed a pension to his wife and family of 
$1000 per annum, but forbidden them to reside 
in the republic. 

Kturbide has justly forfeited his life—and there 
are none, except those who may be immediately 
allied to him, that will regret bis ignuminious end, 
while many who have suffered by bis cruel and 
vindictive persecutions, will exult in his destruc. 
tion, and hail it as ominous of the result of all 
future attempts to subvert the liberties of any 
part of the American continent. A letter from 
an intelligent gentleman, dated Ajvarado, Ist of 
August, speaking of this event, says, “ You may 
judge by this how far the spirit of Republicanism 
has taken root.
